BY USING THE WIDE TIRE. 

Narrow Tiles Are Road Destroy 
ers, While Wide Tires Are 
Road Makers. 



It ia frequently claimed that road- 
in the United States, instead of get- 
ting bettir are constantly getting 
worse, and when the reason is asked 
the explanation ia made ttiat the dam- 
age dont) to txisting highways by the 
use ot narrow tires is far greater than 
the improvement made bv tlie semi- 
annual etlnt of Axing the roads. 
Without entering into a discussion ot 
tbi- claim, there i» no denying that a 
heavily loaded watfon with narrow 
tires leaved its track on the highway, 
and the depth of these tracks depends 
upon the character of material ol 
whioh the road Is built, the width ol 
the tires aud the weight ot the load. 
Whenever a loaded wagon becomes 
stuck, it is due to the fact that the 
road is too soft, and the tire* too nar- 
row for the lo*d on the wheels 
Water and narrow tires are the two 
causes which oontiibute to ruin the 
best roads. I'hev aid each other in 
the work of destruction. Toe rut 
Iterated by a passing wagon forms a 
trough for the rain, which, instead ol 
rnoning off to t ia side, a, it would d< 
00 a hard, siuootn surface, -inks int. 
the ground. Tha next wagon, find- 
log the ground soitjued, digs it-

To test the wide tire theory, the? 
built several wagons having 4-lnob 
tires on the front wheels and G-inch 
lues on the roar wheel", and with tin 
rear axles longer than the others, so 
the track of the rear wheel- 
would just lap outside* <f those made 
by the others. The result of tho use 
litve wagons was to produce a 
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thoroughly drained at the surface, 
and alwavi fit for use with the heav- 
iest loads. Loads- of eight tons are 
fiequeiit'v hauled over thotn, and in- 
taad of tending to cut up the road, 
serve to ^oll it harder and harder. 
The superintend.'.. t report?, too, that 
the improved condition of tho road 
lias reduced the cost of hauling tho 
stone from 80 cents per ton to 60 
<n, or 25 per cent. 

I has also been proven by cxperi- 
m nts upon a number of occasion- 
that the use of wide tires considera- 
bly reduces the amount of power re- 
quired to move loaded wagon*. One 
of those tests was made by tho officers 
o( tho United State* Department of 
Agriculture at tho Atlanta Exposition 
nl895- Two wagons, both weigh- 
ng alike with their loads, wore drawn 



4-inch tires aud with the rear wheels 
farther apart than the front wheels, 
1 to not run in the same track. It 
was found by the use of the tracome- 
ter, an instrument made to register 
tne power exerted, that twice as much 
pull was required to haul the 2-inch 
tired wagon as was required for the 
her. That part of the road travers- 
ed by the narrow tired wagon was 
•ut and rutted to a depth of several 
mnl.es, while the tires of the other 
wagon had rolled tho road into a 
xard smooth surface.

Democratic OoM Standard Com miller, at the head of which is Mr. fieorge F 
Peabody. a New York bankeT Another is the Indianapolis Committee the 
outgrowth of the Indianapolis gold standard commercial convention, at the 
bead of which is II II Hiinnn. s ho Is Insidiously working t hrough commercial 
Iwdles. seeking to frighten them into compliance with the behests of the 
money power. The third is the bankers' organization at 52 Williams street 
Now York that Is supplying free of expense to all willing newspapers mislead- 
ing arguments In favor of the gold standard! and the fourth is the National 
Republican Committee, of which MarR.tfMM la chairman, nnd to whom the 
trusts, monopolies and other combinations are furnishing the money for cor- 
rupting the minds of the people and debauching the nation. 

If wr are to combat the evil influences at work the necessary money must 
be rnised to defray the PeCP— Bfl expensethereof Woappenl to the people — the 
igrent common people— -who have no interest in special legislation and whose 
rights and that of the common welfare are to be protected.

Chicago, where a complete set of books will be kept showing the names of 
all subscribers with their post office address by counties and States, and the 
•condition of eoch account will at all times appear upon these books. In no in- 
stance will solicitors be authorized to receive money. Anyone soliciting aub- 
•crlptiotiB will receive no money from the subscriber, but will forward theaub- 
acription papers to the national office. The national ofllce will notify the sub- 
acriber of the receipt of his subscription and wiill forward blank* governing 
the details of remittances to the national treasurer. 

It is from the sincere advocates of our cause everywhere that subscriptions 
to this fund for human liberty are expected, and, on the wlrole, a sum sufficient 
■nay be thus raised to properly present our cause to the American people;— 
which means success, for a just cause Is doubly strong. To those who appre- 
ciate what hangs upon the Impending struggle, the payment of the one doHar 
each month will assume nri importance equal to that of love for home and chil- 
dren.

Oysters and Indigestion. 

An interesting experiment 
made not long since by a pfayai 
to determine the relative effect of 
whisky and beer upon the digestion 
of food in the human stomach. 

As oyster* are regarded as self-di- 
gested food, two fine specimens were 
choseu, one being placed in a glas-r 
full of beer, and the olber in a sim- 
ilar nata] about half full of whisky. 
The oysters were allowed to remain 
in their respective receptacles all 
night.

Popular Mind. 

ell-attended meeting of 
the Ma;on College German society — 
Prof. Fiedler in lhe chair— Dr. F. 
H. Piighe, M. A. Oxon, lecturer in 
the University of Breslau, read a pa- 
per on "Shakespeare's Influence on 
German Literature, and the Position 
Held by llim in the Intellectual Life 
of the German People." 

some introductory remarks 
on the comparatively late develop- 
ment of the German drama, the lec- 
turer proceeded to point out how, in 
the classical period of the last cen- 
tury, no more powerful agent was in- 
strumental in emancipating German, 
literature from the yoke of French 
pseudo-classicism, and in creating a 
national drama, than thc vigorous in- 
fluence of the poetry of the kindred 
English race. As early as 1728 Bod- 
had held up to the Germans Eng- 
lish poetry, especially that of Milton, 
as their literary model; but a still 
more important influence was that ex- 
erted by the "wild genius" who is 
now regarded as the greatest drama- 
tist the Germanic race has produced. 
It was to Shakespeare's artistic meth- 
od that Lesring appealed, vindicating 
his claim to be con-idired a truer 
artist, according to Aristotelian can- 
ons, than the much-admired French 
dramatists thunsel 1 



Shakespeare's incomparably poetical 
genius that so powerfully inspired 
Goethe, who closely followed the 
Shakespearean drama in his- "Goelz 
von Berliehingen," and gave the well- 
known masterly analysis of Hamlet 
Wilhelm Meisters Apprentice- 
Shakespeare's piay^ 



There arc in Paris at present 1-10 
tltilj political newspapers, but how 
many there will lie next week or how 
many the week after is practically im- 
possible to state. Some effort has 
jjeeu made to classify according to 

Paris which devote their chief atten- 
tion to polities, and it has been found 
that 97 come under the category of 
"republican, 30 are conservative and 
13 are socialist. The 97 republican 
papers are subdivided into moderate 
end radical republican papers, oppor- 
tunist republican paj>ers which sup- 
port whatever particular govern- 
ment is in office. The 30 conservative 
paper? are divided into those that sup- 
port thc various groups- of pretenders, 
Orlcanists and Bonapartists, the cler- 
ical papers, the financial papers and 
the papers which cater to various in- 
terests connected witii the army and 
navy. The socialist papers of Paris, 
being 13 in number only, are less 
easily susceptible of subdivision, but 
some are more radical than others and | 
some are more moderate than the i 
average; but the maintenance of 13 j 
socialist newspapers in one city is, 
strongly indicative of the extent to 
which French papers take up and eon- 
t id er politics. 

This state of affairs is rendered pos- ! 
sible by a variety of conditions which 
do not prevail in the United States. 
The price of French newspapers is 
high; the reading matter is small in 
amount and the space taken by it is 
very limited. French newspaper
